Landau. The Marthal de Tallard appeat’d in Gght 
of that Wing at 9 a Clock in the Morning with only 
14.Sqnadrons, tho’ he was follow’d by fis 
Army confifting of 90 Squadrons and 20 Batralfions, 
who at Noon prefented them(felves in Baralia before 
ours confifting of 56 Squadrons and 27 Battalions, 
but by great Misfortune the Right Wing which was 
at Dadenhoven, was av_tpo great a diftance to Suc- 
cour the Left. The Count de Vehlen, who com- 
manded our Left Wing,’ and had under. him the 
Troops of the Palatinate and Weftphalia,after having 


faftain’d the Shock of the Gendarmerie. and done: 


them confiderable Damage, was oblig’d to retire back 
600 Paces, where he drew wp again in Barralia to 
make head a fecond time againft the Gendarmerie ; 
but the grofs of the Enemies Army falling upon him 
that Wing was, put into diforder. Then the Fight
